PROP 8 DEBATE 

California justices hear arguments on state’s same-sex marriage ban

SAN FRANCISCO As thousands demonstrated 
outside Thursday, California Supreme 
Court justices weighed whether the 
electorate’s decision to ban same-sex 
marriage was a denial of fundamental 
rights or within what one justice called the 
people’s “very broad powers” to amend the 
state constitution. 

Gay-rights advocates are urging the 
court to overturn the ban, approved in 
November as Proposition 8, on the grounds 
it was put before voters improperly, or at 
least prematurely Under state law, the 
Legislature must approve significant 
constitutional changes before they can go 
on the ballot. 

Proposition 8’s sponsors, represented 
in court by former Pepperdine law school 
dean and Whitewater prosecutor Kenneth 
Starr, argue that the ballot initiative was 
approved correctly They argue it would

be a miscarriage of justice for the court to 
overturn the results of a fair election. 

The ballot initiative, which passed 
with 52 percent of the vote, changed the 
California Constitution to trump last year’s 
4-3 Supreme Court decision that legalized 
gay marriage. The court found that denying 
same-sex couples the right to wed was an 
unconstitutional civil rights violation. 

Minutes into the proceedings, the 
justices peppered lawyer Shannon Minter, 
arguing for gay-rights advocates, with 
tough questions over how the 14 words 
of Proposition 8 represent a revision of 
the state’s constitution or a denial of 
fundamental rights. 


Chief Justice Ron George asked what 
rights were lost other than being able to 
label their union as a marriage. 

Justice Joyce Kennard noted that 
voters had successfully overturned a 
Supreme Court ruling that the death 
penalty represented cruel and unusual 
punishment. 

Raymond Marshall, an attorney for 
minority groups such as the NAACP, 
replied that death penalty applies to all 
Californians. 

The Supreme Court is hearing arguments 
on three points: Is Proposition 8 invalid 
because it constitutes a revision of, rather 
than an amendment to, the California 
Constitution? Does it violate the separation 
of powers doctrine under the California 
Constitution? And, if it’s constitutional, 
does it affect the 18,000 marriages of same- 
sex couples performed in the 4V2 months 
before it passed?

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Sheriff sues Craigslist 

He says site is largest source of prostitution,’ wants ban on ‘erotic’ section

Cook County Sheriff Tom Dart said Thursday his office has sued 
Craigslist and has asked a federal judge to ban the Internet com- 
pany from posting its “erotic services” section, which the sheriff 
said is a clearing house for prostitution. 

Dart also asked the judge to force the online classifieds com- 
pany to reimburse the sheriff’s department for the approximate- 
ly $100,000 it has spent pursuing its Craigslist investigation 
over the past year. 

“Craigslist is the single largest source of prostitution in the 
nation,” Dart said. 

He added later, “I could make arrests off Craigslist 24 hours a 
day, but to what end?” By filing the suit, he said, “I’m trying to go 
up the ladder.” 

Dart said he had been working with Craigslist representatives 
for months, sending letters requesting them to take down or pro- 
vide greater self-policing of their “erotic services” section, but his 
pleas have been met with no response. 

The sheriff said he believes the company has been unrespon- 
sive because the “erotic services” section generates a large portion 
of the company’s $80 million annual revenue. 

A 19 -year-old woman, who was not identified, appeared at 


a news conference with the sheriff and said she was drawn into 
prostitution after she applied for modeling work through a dif- 
ferent section of Craigslist. 

“It started out as a photo shoot. That’s not enough— they 
don’t want you to do just a photo shoot,” she said. 

The woman said that undercover Cook County sheriff’s 
police recently met with her at a hotel room in the south sub- 
urbs and she was subsequently arrested for prostitution. But she 
said authorities told her they could tell she had been a victim 
herself 

“I thank God that the officers picked me up. This is some- 
thing that will go on for life,” she said. The woman said that even 
after her arrest, her photos still are being posted on the “erotic 
services” section. 

“Even after you get ‘clean,’ ” she said, “they still have your pho- 
tos and they can post them anywhere.” 

Craigslist denied Thursday that it knowingly facilitates pros- 
titution. 

In an e-mail message to The Associated Press, 
spokeswoman Susan Best said the company has taken 
severalsteps to prevent the illegaluse the site, works willinglywithlaw 
enforcement and pulls inappropriate ads. ap contributed. 


HOW CHICAGO WORKS 

Painting 
the town

At the end of Todd 
Wittmayer’s day, he 
reeks of fumes and has 
to use a rag doused in 
gasoline to scrub the 
oil-based paint off his 
body 

You might see him at 
work, holding a paint- 
brush and hanging 
about six stories up on 
the Bank of America 
building near the North 
Avenue exit of the 
Kennedy Expressway 

That’s where he and 
about five others are 
working on a mural of Olympic athletes. 

“Everybody knows this wall, has seen this wall. 
When you drive by, people are like, ‘Oh, it looks 
good.’ And I can say I did that,” Wittmayer said. 

The International Olympic Committee 
Evaluation Commission will see it riding down- 
town from O’Hare during an April visit to 
gauge the prospect of Chicago hosting the 2016 
Olympics. Bank of America, which leases the 
wall space, commissioned the mural. 

“It’s a great opportunity to further excite the 
city about the potential of hosting the games 
in 2016,” said Patrick Sandusky, spokesman for 
Chicago 2016. It’s certainly a high-profile spot: 
The mural created traffic jams in 1996 as thou- 
sands, including Wittmayer, rubber-necked to 
watch painters change the hair color of ex-Bulls 
bad boy Dennis Rodman. 

Wittmayer, 26, now paints the side of the 
building himself as cars zoom by and honk. 

The process of transferring the image from 
a sheet of paper to the mural begins with the 
sketch being enlarged by a projector. The pat- 
tern is traced onto craft paper and punched full 
of holes. Wittmayer puts the paper on the wall 
and hits it with a sock full of black charcoal. He 
then connects the resulting dots with a marker 
to get the outline and begins painting. 

Working outside is the best part of the job, 
Wittmayer said, but it comes with aches and 
pains too. Wittmayer said he tries not to paint 
above his head to prevent his shoulders and wrist 
from getting sore. 

“Tbu go home at the end of the day and you’re 
tired,” he said. lvivanco@tribune.coivi

It’s not uncommon during the winter to hear Chicagoans liken the 
city’s weather to the Alaskan outback. 

This Saturday, we take a step closer as lOO five-person teams gather 
to participate in the Chiditarod, an urban equivalent to the great 
Alaskan race. 

Except not. Instead of huskies pulling sleds through snow-packed 
passes, humans push and pull shopping carts through city streets. 
Participants decorate their carts like comic parade floats and wear 
silly costumes. Dirty tricks are encouraged. 

“Creative, non-destructive uses of sabotage are tolerated,” the 
guidelines state. “There might even be a prize for the best sabotage.” 

Somewhere in the festivities is a food drive. Last year, the group 
says, it collected 2,400 pounds of food. Each participating team is 
required to donate a minimum of 30 pounds. 

The inspiration for the Chiditarod, which began in 2006, came from 
a similar event in NewTbrk, which was inspired by one in San Erancisco. 
There are now urban Iditarods everywhere from Cincinnati to Seattle. 

The event will start at 12:30 p.m. at Hubbard Street and Wolcott 
Avenue, and organizers expect it to end about 3:30 p.m. at the Bottom 
Lounge in West Town. 

Organizer Jake Reimer said his group has had interest in the event 
from as far away as Alabama. As for popular costumes this year, they’re 
likely to take a political bent, he said. Manyparticipants willbe dressed 
as former Gov Rod Blagojevich. 

But what kind of Alaskan-themed race would it be without that 
state’s highest-profile politician? 

“This year we’re going to have a lot of ... {Sarah] Palins,” Reimer 
said.

Registered sex offenders would face more restrictions on where they work and how they live 
under legislation proposed recently by Illinois lawmakers. 

State law already bars a registered child sex offender from living within 500 feet of a school, 
playground or any facility providing youth programs or services. Child sex offenders also can’t 
work at day care centers or at a county fair. 

If the proposed legislation becomes law, registered sex offenders also would not be 
able to visit a nursing home or operate vehicles used to sell food and beverages, such 
as an ice cream truck. One bill would require child sex offenders on parole or probation to 
wear a GPS device for the rest of their lives while another bill would require online dating 
sites to identify sex offenders. 

Under current law, a sex offender must register any and all places he or she resides for a 
period of three or more days in a calendar year. If an offender changes his or her address, 
he or she must inform local law enforcement within three days of that move. 

There are more than 2,600 registered adult and child sex offenders living in Chicago, 
according to a RedEye analysis of sex offender data provided by Chicago police. Four com- 
munity areas have more than 100 sex offenders living there: Austin on the West Side and 
West Englewood, South Shore and Roseland on the South Side. 

But while pockets of the South Side have some of the highest numbers of sex 
offenders, one South Side neighborhood has the fewest number of sex offenders 
in the city 

Oakland, a small community on Lake Michigan, has only one registered sex 
offender, according to Chicago police data, current as of Wednesday 

“Oakland is one of the smaller of the city’s neighborhoods, and we’ve taken 
down a lot of public housing in that community,” said Aid. Toni Preckwinkle, 
whose 4th Ward covers the Oakland area. 

Oakland also has a handful of schools and Mandrake Park, run by the 
Chicago Park District, which limits where child sex offenders can live in 
that community 

These limitations and other restrictions imposed on sex offenders 
are making it difficult for the Illinois Department of Corrections 
and other agencies to help place sex offenders in homes. The cor- 
rections department helps with housing for the state’s approxi- 
mately 1,000 paroled sex offenders. 

“It is a task,” said corrections department spokesman 
Derek Schnapp. “Our folks are finding it more and more 
difficult because the restrictions are getting greater.”

Pork costs 
cause stink 

□ DES MOINES On Capitol Hill, a $1.7 million 
earmark for pig odor research in Iowa has 
become a big, fat joke among Republicans, a 
Grade A example of pork. But the people who 
live cheek by jowl with hog farms in the No. i pig- 
producing state aren’t laughing.They’re gagging. 

In Iowa, where the 20 million hogs easily 
outnumber the 3 million people, the rotten-egg- 
and-ammonia smell of hog waste often wafts into 
homes, landing like a punch to the chest. 

“Once, we couldn’t go outside for a week,” said 
Karen Forbes, who lives near a hog feedlot out- 
side Lorimor. “'You couldn’t breathe. 'You had to 
take a deep breath and run for your garage.” 

The proposal to spend money on how 
to control pig-farm smells is contained in a 
$410 billion spending bill now making its way 
through Congress. Among other earmarks that 
have been criticized: tattoo removal for gang 
members in L. A., termite research in New Orleans 
and the study of grape genetics in NewTbrk. 

Despite the ridicule from Sen. John McCain 
and other Republicans, Iowa and the federal 
government have been studying how to control 
hog odors for years. The latest grant continues 
efforts under way at the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture labs in Ames, Iowa. 

Sen. Tom Harkin (D-Iowa) inserted the 
earmark. “'While we will likely hear about it on 
Jay Leno or the Letterman show, where they 
will be yukking it up, it’s a profoundly serious 
challenge,” he said.

Over the past eight years, the term “freedom” 
has taken on a slightly negative connotation 
in some circles. Few people are more aware 
of this than Bible of the Devil singer/guitarist 
Mark Hoffmann. 

The title of the local 
quartet’s latest, “Freedom 
Metal,” has spawned count- 
less questions about how 
the band defines freedom in 
light of the political climate 
during the Bush administra- 
tion. (“Particularly from the foreign press,” 
Hoffmann said.) 

“We’ve had to make it very clear we didn’t 
like {George W] Bush or the Bush years,” 
he said. “We talk about freedom in a more 
Hobbesian, pre-America sense. Freedom is 
not having to do what you don’t have the will 
to do.” 

Freedom also means that the crew, which 
formed nearly a decade ago, doesn’t have to 
adhere to any preset musical boundaries. 

“Metal bands make these orthodox decla- 
rations like, ‘We are traditional doom metal, 
and we will never play anything but doom 
metal,”’ Hoffmann said. “But what if you 
want to write a fast track? Or a short one? 
Can you not use it? So we decided to create 
our own genre: freedom metal.” 

As such, the band’s latest swings from the 


thundering stampede of “Greek Fire” to 
the soaring, six-string pyrotechnics of “The 
Turning Stone”— a “Guitar Hero” track wait- 
ing to happen. Then there’s “OF Girl,” a Thin 
Lizzy homage that sounds uncannily like a 
long-lost B-side from Phil 
Lynott and Co. 

Hoffmann’s admiration 
for Thin Lizzy runs deep. 
During a 2003 trek to Ireland, 
the front man even visited 
Lynott’s grave at St. Fintan’s 
cemetery in Sutton— a small 
town north of Dublin— with a special com- 
panion in tow: Lynott’s mother, Philomena. 

The surprise meeting came to fruition after 
Hoffmann spoke with a record clerk in Dublin 
and learned that Philomena enjoyed speaking 
with her son’s fans. The two joined up for an 
afternoon, visiting Lynott’s final resting place 
and discussing his life and music— including 
Philomena’s struggles as a white woman rais- 
ing a black child in Ireland. 

“It was,” Hoffmann said, “surreal.” 

But is a Thin Lizzy nod as far as these 
Chicago noisemakers plan on stretching their 
sound? What about a thrash-metal cut? Or a 
grunge anthem? Or, heaven forbid, a power 
ballad? 

“We keep threatening that,” Hoffmann 
said, laughing. “I guess we’ll see on the next 
record.”

Latest graphic novel 
adaptation comes with 
plenty of cheers, jeers

Suddenly, Batman looks like Gumby 

Mammoth, mangled, violent, confusing, 
dazzling, dark, excessive and occasionally 
brilliant, “Watchmen” goes on for so long 
and throws so much on the screen that it 
offers plenty of opportunity for both love 
and hate. 

Even the people 
involved in “300” 
director Zack Snyder’s 
adaptation of the 
highly praised, 12- 
part graphic novel 
from the 1980s, seem 
uncertain whether 
they have delivered a 
game-changing epic 
or a sordid spandex 
opera about a group of outlawed superheroes. 

“I just can’t wait to see what people think of 
it, and I have no idea how it will be received,” 
said Jeffrey Dean Morgan, who portrays the 
Comedian, a masked brute who murders for 
his government masters. “I will tell you this: 
It’s not a movie people have seen before. It’s 
truly ambitious, and it’s great to be part of 
that no matter what happens.” 

“The unfilmable film” is how Snyder wea- 
rily refers to “Watchmen,” which will try 
to pull in a mass audience of nonbelievers 
with a nearly three-hour running time, no 
big-name stars, an R-rating and a hard-to- 
explain plot. 

The action takes place in an alternate ver- 
sion of Earth where Richard M. Nixon is in 
his fifth presidential term, but the planet’s 
most powerful man is Dr. Manhattan, a glow- 
ing superhero who spends much of his screen 
time showing off his iridescent blue penis. 

“Every day I think, ‘I can’t believe I get 
to make this come alive,’ ” Snyder said while 


filming his $100 million movie that clings 
tightly to author Alan Moore’s original story 
That story is a loaded. The action takes 
place in 1985, with the world poised on the 
verge of nuclear war. “Watchmen” charts the 
reactions of five supposedly retired heroes— 
Nite Owl II (Patrick Wilson), Silk Spectre II 
(Malin Akerman), Rorschach (Jackie Earle 


Haley) and Ozymandias (Matthew Goode)— 
when the Comedian is murdered. The fifth 
hero. Dr. Manhattan (Billy Crudup), is the 
only one with true powers. He can manipu- 
late all time and matter. 

Told in complicated flashbacks, the movie 
builds up to both acute psychoanalysis of the 
costumed vigilante personality and a harrow- 


ing philosophical debate over what separates a 
hero from a megalomaniac. Snyder is unapol- 
ogetic about the movie’s heavy themes. 

“Tbu either like that or you don’t, and that 
is what it is,” he said. “But without that, you 
might as well make ‘X-Men’ or ‘Eantastic 
Eour’ or something plot-driven like that.” 

That should make the comic’s cultish fans

think {Dan] would feel very virile. Luckily it works out 
for him. 

When you see members of the Blue Man Group now, do you 
feel threatened? 

Are you kidding, man? I get the girl. Come on, they 
don’t scare me.

“Watchmen” star Patrick Wilson was hanging at San 
Diego’s annual Comic Con in July 2008 when a fan— 
decked out in a costume from the beloved DC Comics 
graphic novel— spotted him. 

“Oh, my God,” the fan said. “Next year, you are not 
going to be able to stand here.” 

'Ves, the anticipation for director 
Zack Snyder’s big-screen version of 
“Watchmen”— the psychologically 
complex tale of self-made, masked 
superheroes who come out of 
retirement to find out who’s hunt- 
ing them and why— had been bub- 
bling over for months. 

In the film, Wilson plays Dan, 
a buttoned-up gadget guy who 
no longer feels like a man until he 
dons the sleek superhero suit that 
turns him into crime-fighter Nite 
Owl 11 . Dan’s got a crush on Laurie, a.k.a. Silk Spectre II 
(Malin Akerman). Unfortunately for Dan, Laurie’s with Dr. 
Manhattan (Billy Crudup), a blue, mutated physicist who 
doesn’t wear many clothes. Matthew Goode, Jeffrey Dean 
Morgan and Jackie Earle Haley also star as ordinary people 
with extraordinary alter egos. 

From L.A., Wilson talked about the everyday lives of 
superheroes and what it’s like to compete with an enor- 
mous blue mutant for a woman’s affections.

R&B singer faces 
2 felonies; arraignment 
postponed until April

LOS ANGELES Chris Brown has been charged 
with two felonies stemming from what a 
police detective describes as a brutal argu- 
ment between the singer and his girlfriend, 
Rihanna, provoked by her discovery of a text 
message from another woman. 

Brown appeared in court Thursday after- 
noon and postponed until next month his 
arraignment on charges of assault likely to 
cause great bodily injury and making criminal 
threats. The 19 -year-old R&B singer remains 
free on $50,000 bail. 

A court commissioner ordered him not 
to harass, threaten or harm anyone. At the 
request of an attorney representing Rihanna, 
the commissioner did not order Brown to 
stay away from Rihanna. 

Brown, wearing a three-piece gray pinstripe 
suit with gray tie and cream shirt, clasped 
his hands behind his back as he walked into 
the courtroom. He answered a few ques- 
tions from the commissioner as his mother 
watched from the front row along with a 
group of family members. 

The courtroom was filled with onlookers 
and media for Brown’s brief appearance. He 
and his attorney did not speak to reporters 
after the hearing. 

The felony complaint handed down in 
court Thursday morning identifies Brown’s 
alleged victim only as “Robyn F.” Rihanna’s 
real name is Robyn Rihanna Fenty The 
“Disturbia” singer’s attorney, Donald Etra,

a fight early 
Feb. 8 after the “Umbrella” singer checked 
her boyfriend’s cell phone and found a text 
message from another woman. 

Brown pulled his car over and tried to 
push Rihanna out, but she still was wearing 
her seatbelt, L.A. police Detective De Shon 
Andrews wrote. He said Brown pushed 
Rihanna’s head against the window, 
punched her with his right hand, and then 
continued driving while hitting her, the 
affidavit states. He also bit his girlfriend on 
the ear, the affidavit states. 

The affidavit was filed as part of a search 
warrant request for the phone records of 
Brown, Rihanna and her assistant. 

Brown allegedly threatened to kill 
Rihanna after she pretended to leave a 
phone message with her assistant, telling 
her to have the police waiting at her house. 

Andrews described Brown’s blows as 
causing Rihanna’s mouth to fill with blood. 
He also writes that Brown tried to choke 
Rihanna after she took the keys to his car 
away. Andrews wrote that Rihanna nearly 
lost consciousness but also tried to fight 
back while in the car, at one point trying to 
gouge at Brown’s eyes, ap

also identified her as Brown’s alleged victim. 

Etra declined to say whether Rihanna 
would testify against Brown, or whether the 
couple had reunited. 




WHAT NEXT FOR BROWN? 

If convicted, Chris Brown’s possible sentence ranges anywhere from probation to four years and eight months in state prison, said district attorney’s spokeswoman Sandi Gibbons.
